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Guthrie, Ok., June 3.—“What it 
costs to run a state,” is the caption 
of a statement issued today by Gov 
Haskell, showing a comparison in de 
tail between the appropriations made 
by the last Kansas Legislature and 
these made by the Oklahoma Legis 
Mature each for one year of govern­ 
ment. 
The figures, taken from the 
last Kansas report, show that state 
to have appropriated for current ex­ 
penses $9,077,042, while the amount 
set apart in Oklahoma only reached 
<>1,308,168. 
In addition to 
this 
the 
statement shows $17,665 appropriated 
for indebedness of the constitutional 
convention and holding the election 
last fall; $272,092 for the legislature 
just closed, $33,492 for furniture and 
fixtures, $5,000 for examining ter 
ritorial accounts and $184,513 to car 
ry the state from the end of the first 
year until July I, 1909, the close of 
the fiscal year, making the total ex­ 
penses, as shown by the statements. 
$1,972,867 to cover the cost of gov­ 
ernment in Oklahoma from Nov. 16. 
1907, to June 30, 1909. 
Still, in addition, $642,000 was ap­ 
propriated by the Oklahoma Legisla­ 
ture for new public buildings and $61- 
000 for emergency normal schools to 
be held in each of the counties in 
what was formerly Indian Territory, 
t was announced today that the $61,- 
000 appropriated would not be ap­ 
proved- 
The statement estimates there will 
be in the neighborhood of $980,000 
revenue from state departments as 
follows: 
Insurance Department and 
Secretary of state $225.00; excise tax, 
levied upon 
corporations, 
$700,000; 
sale of supreme court reports and 
statutes, $35,000; from the board of 
agriculture, 
$20,000, 
leaving 
about 
$810,000 to be covered by direct tax­ 
ation. 
It is further estimated the 
state tax levy will not exceed 114 
mills or 12H cents on the $100 val­ 
uation. 
It is shown that the Kansas appro­ 
priations are uniformly larger than 
those of Oklahoma, save in a very 
few instances, notably the Corpora­ 
tion commission and the agricultural 
departments. 
In Oklahoma these departments re­ 
ceive $126,888 and in Kansas $29,020 
or an increase of $97,686. Kansas ap­ 
propriated $78,377 for its state print­ 
ing plant, while the various items of 
printing allowed in Oklahoma, the re­ 
port shows will amount to $67,568. 
The governor says he used the state 
of Kansas in comparison because it 
and Oklahoma are about equal in 
area and population.

New School Districts Created in East 
Side Cause Demand Which Makes 
Ofificals Wonder What to do 
When the rural schools of E astern 
Oklahoma open next fall surround­ 
ing states will have to be draw n upon 
for from 1,200 to 1,500 teachers. 
It 
will require th at 
m any more than 
are now residents to fill the places 
created by the state and the govern­ 
ment. 
L ast year in the 
territo ry 
that 
com prises the forty counties of east­ 
ern Oklahoma, the governm ent con­ 
ducted 1,200 ru ral schools. In order 
to get teachers for these schools, sup­ 
ervisors in the different nations had 
to draw on surrounding states. 
Even 
then a great many 
teachers 
who 
were employed were not up to the 
standard desired by the governm ent. 
Since the old Indian T erritory has 
been divided into 
school 
districts, 
there are between 
2.500 
and 3,000 
school districts, and a school in each 
district will 
mean 
th at there will 
have to be twice as many teachers 
as there wrere last year. 
Practically all these teachers will 
he required 
for 
ru ral schools, be­ 
cause every tow n 
has 
a sufficient 
num ber of resident teachers to fill 
positions. 
It will be difficult to get. 
teachers of a high 
grade 
to take 
these positions because the length of 
the term will be uncertain and the 
pay will not be large. 
Many of the 
districts will be isolated from towns 
and a long way from a railroad. 
A w orking 
agreem ent 
has 
been 
reached by the state and governm ent 
school authorities and they w ill' co­ 
operate to keep the schools running 
as long as there is money to pay the 
teachers. 
When this 
money 
is all 
gone, doubtless subscriptions will be 
resorted to in enterprising districts. 
The state 
and 
governm ent 
will 
jointly 
appoint 
a board, 
and all 
teachers will have to pass the exam ­ 
ination re q u ire d . 
A certificate is­ 
sued will entitle them to teach 
in 
either a 
governm ent 
or 
a state 
school. 
W here teachers come from 
outside state they will have to pass 
an exam ination or show a certificate 
from some authority that is accept­ 
able to the county superintendent, in 
which case an exam ination can be 
dispensed with.

AT A PATRIOT’S S 
GRAVE 
Grandmother's Memorial Day Speech 
By DOKA OLIPHANT COE. 
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URING the latter part of the 
war, in 1864, and until its 
close, 
in 
1865, I 
was con­ 
nected with the arm ies under 
Gen. Sherm an, usually desig­ 
nated the Army of the Ten­ 
nessee, the Army of the Cumberland 
$nd the Army of the Ohio, wrote Maj.- 
Oen. O. O. Howard. 
The campaigns 
were exceedingly active. 
From Chat­ 
tanooga to A tlanta Sherm an’s soldiers 
were under fire every day, except the 
three just before crossing the Etowah, 
for 113 days. There was not a day or 
night in which there w*ere no soldiers 
slain. 
The screeching shells burst 
over our heads while we were sleep­ 
ing, but, wonderful to tell, the sol­ 
diers had become so used to this con­ 
flict that they lost very little sleep in 
consequence of the fitful and random 
firing at night. 
In that period of 113 days there were 
19 sizable battles fought. 
In one a t­ 
tack I made at Pickett’s Mill I lost 
800 killed and three tim es as many 
wounded within the space of 15 m in­ 
utes. 
At 
night I sat 
among 
the 
wounded and realized som ething of 
the horrors of war. It seem s to me to­ 
day as I think of it like a terrible 
nightm are, but it was a more terrible 
reality, which I will not attem pt to de­ 
scribe. 
W hen I come to think of the “March 
to the Sea” and 
later the 
“March 
Through the Carolinas,” w hat occurs 
to my memory first is the exceeding 
hardihood of the soldiers. 
They re­ 
covered quickly from their wounds, I 
mean from those that were not too 
severe, and there was scarcely any 
Illness. 
But when Columbia was on 
fire an untold num ber perished in the 
flames. 
Still more perished from ac­ 
cidental 
explosion 
of 
confederate 
shells at Columbia and Cheraw. 
W e 
like to turn away from the mangled 
corpses and distorted faces of the 
wounded that cannot be described. 
I 
feel the sam e horror and depression 
In view of these things as I did at 
Gettysburg, where on both sides up­ 
ward of 50,000 men were placed hors 
de combat. For several days poor fel­ 
lows, union and confederate soldiers, 
waited in patience, unattended by sur­ 
geons, simply because there were not 
enough of them. 
W ithout further detail, imagine the 
Joy th at came over the arm ies of Sher­ 
m an as they gathered about Raleigh, 
N. C., in 1866, and were told th at Lee 
had surrendered and th at Grant had 
sent Lee’s soldiers home to begin life 
anew; that Johnston had surrendered 
on the same term s as Lee and all that 
belonged to Slocum’s, Schofield’s and 
Howard’s arm ies were to m arch on 
the morrow toward W ashington, the 
capital of the nation, soon to be m us­ 
tered out of service and then to go 
home. I rem em ber the sudden depres- 
siJn at the news of Lincoln’s death; 
but still this going home produced too 
great a joy to keep ever this catas­ 
trophe of their heavy loss very long 
before their minds. 
They m arched 
habitually at 20 miles a day from 
Raleigh 
to 
Richmond, 
and 
never 
seemed weary at the close of any 
day’s m arch—the camp fire was bright, 
the old songs were sung over and over 
again 
and the com radeship 
knitted 
during the w ar would never cease—it 
was a t its best when the word “peace” 
filled all the air 


I know that we were proud when 
we m arched past the president of the 
U nited States in our last great re­ 
view; but, as I rem em ber it, it was a 
tearful pride even then. A regim ent 


had m arched, and too often with a 
headpiece m arked “Unknown.” 
A tter the war I stood in the large 
cem etery near M urfreesboro, Tenn., 
with Gen. R. B. Hayes 
(afterw ard 
president) and Mrs. Hayes. I rem em ­ 
ber how Mrs. Hayes, who was an ex­ 
ceedingly handsome woman, looked 
up into the faces of the general and 
myself as her large, dark, speaking 
eyes were flooded with tears, when she 
said: 
‘Just look there, th at plot of 
ground is covered with headstones 
m arked 
‘Unknown.’ 
Unknown, 
un­ 
known,” she repeated, “and yet he 
gave his life th at his country m ight 
live!” 


It was a touching picture, but every 
tim e I think of it I say to m yself: 
Really, that ‘unknown 
soldier, ap­ 
parently unknown, recorded unknown, 
was not really unknown.

The saddest pictures of all, to my 
mind, are those connected with a los­ 
ing battle like that of Fredericksburg, 
and still more th at of Chancellorsville. 
At Fredericksburg the arm y of Burn­ 
side went straight forward to its own 
destruction. The lines of Lee, half en­ 
circling Burnside’s points of attack, 
were complete. It was like a trap into 
which an anim al deliberately puts his 
feet. 
We sprang the trap, and it is 
a wonder th at Lee had not dealt with 
Burnside’s arm y as the sturdy Thomas 
dealt with Hood’s a t Nashville. 
I can 
see in my m ind’s eye those immense 
plateaus in front of the Marve Heights 
and other confederate intrenchm ents 
and barricades covered with the dead 
and dying. 
The plateaus were fairly 
blue, as they were dotted with 
the 
w earers of our uniform. 
Gen. Couch was standing by my side 
in the steeple of a church, near the 
close of th at battle, where we together 
were taking a fresh reconnolssance, 
when I noticed th at his voice trem bled 
as he spoke to me. He said: “Oh, Gen. 
Howard, look there! Look there! See 
the ground covered with the boy* In 
blue, and all to no purpose.” 
A fter we had returned, all of us 
who could return, to the other shore 
of the Rappahannock, the depression 
of the soldiers was greater than a t any 
other tim e during the war. 
WTe could 
hardly speak to each other. Now, after 
years, we can recognize the fact that 
our grief was balanced by the joy of 
the confederates over a great victory, 
and yet not a decisive one, gained by 
them. 
At a m oderate calculation 
there 
were sent into eternity more than a 
million of men, who left home in the 
prime of health and in strength; more 
than a million of souls by the terrible 
conflict. 
For one, I am glad, Indeed, 
th at there is an effort on foot to set­ 
tle difficulties w ithout bloodshed. 
Of 
course, the waste of hum an life is not 
all of it. T here is in every w ar a waste 
of possession, a destruction of proper­ 
ty and a degradation of character hard 
to avoid at the best. I know th at there 
are some things worse than death. 
I 
know th at the union of our states was 
worth all that it cost, and I know that, 
hum anly speaking, it was necessary 
that we should be purged as by fire; 
but is it not wise now to do all that 
we can to hold up to the world the 
blessings of a great peace; even the 
peace 
that 
passeth 
understanding, 
which never m ust exclude any of the 
noblest qualities of a womanly woman 
or a manly man? 
A soul full of memorial greetings to 
all our sorrowing mr vades of the civil 
war.

When the rural schools of Eastern 


Oklahoma open next fall surround 
ing states will have to be drawn upon 
for from 1.200 to 1,500 teschers. 
I 


will require that 
many more than 


are now residents to fill the places 
created by the state and the govern- 
ment. 


Last year in the 
territory 
thai 


comprises the forty counties of east- 
ern Oklahoma, the government con- 
ducted 1,200 rural schools. In order 
to get teachers for these schools, sup- 
ervisors in the different nations had 
to draw on surrounding states. Even 
then a great many 
teachers 
who 


were employed were not up to the 
standard desired by the government. 


Since the old Indian Territory has 


been divided into 
school 
districts, 


there are between 
2,500 
and 3,000 


school districts, and a school in each 
district will 
mean that there will 


have to be twice as many teachers 
as there were last year. 


Practically all these teachers will 


be required 
for 
rural schools, be- 


cause every town 
has 
a sufficient 


number of resident teachers to fill 
positions. It will be difficult to get 
teachers of a high 
grade 
to take 


these positions because the length of 
the term will be uncertain and the 
pay will not be large. 
Many of the 


districts will be isolated from towns 
and a long way from a railroad. 


A working 
agreement 
Has 
been 


reached by the state and government 
school authorities and they will'co- 
operate to keep the schools running 
as long as there is money to pay the 
teachers. 
When this 
money is all 


gone, doubtless subscriptions will be j 
resorted to in enterprising districts.

Not Entirely One of Mourning \ 


D 


URING the latter part oi the 


war, in 1S64, and until its 
close, in 18u5, I was con 
nected with the armies unci 
Gen. Sherman, usually deslg 
nated the Army of the Ten 


nessee, the Army of the Cumberland 
and the Array of the Ohio, wrote Maj 
Gea. O. O. Howard. The campaigns 
were exceedingly active. From Chat 
tnnooga to Atlanta Sherman's soldiers 
were under fire every day, except th> 
three just before crossing the Etowah 
for 113 days. There was not a day or 
night in which there were no soldiers 
slatn. 
The screeching shells burs 


over our heads while we were sleep 
ing, but, wonderful to tell, the sol 
diers had become so used to this con 
fiict that they lost very little sleep in 
consequence of the fitful and random 
firing at night. 


In that period of 113 days there were 


19 sizable battles fought. In one at- 
tack I made at Plckett's Mill I lost 
800 killed and three times as many 
wounded within the space of 15 min- 
utes. At night I sat 
among the 


wounded and realized something of 
the horrors of war. It seems to me to- 
day as I think of it like a terrible 
nightmare, but It was a more terrible 
reality, which I will not attempt to de- 
scribe. 


When I come to think of the "March 


to the Sea" and later the "March 
Through the Carolinas," what occurs 
to my memory first ia the exceeding 
hardihood of the soldiers. 
They 


covered quickly from their wounds, I 
mean from those that were not too 
severe, and there was scarcely any 
illness. But when Columbia was on 
fire an untold number perished In the 
flames. Still more perished from ac- 
cidental 
explosion 
of 
confederate 
shells at Columbia and Cheraw. We 
Jlke to turn away from the mangled 
corpses and distorted faces of the 
wounded that cannot be described. I 
feel the same horror and depression 
In view of these things as I did at 
Gettysburg, where on both sides up- 
ward of 50,000 men were placed hors 
fle combat. For several days poor fel- 
lows, union and confederate soldiers, 
.waited in patience, unattended by sur- 
geons, simply because there were not 
enough of them. 


Without further detail. Imagine the 


Joy that came over the armies of Sher- 
man as they gathered about Raleigh, 
N.JC., in 1866, and were told that Lee 
bad surrendered and that Grant had 
pent Lee's soldiers home to begin life 
anew; .that Johnston had surrendered 
on the same terms as Lee and all that 
belonged to Slocum's, Schofleld's and 
Howard's armies were to march on 
the morrow toward Washington, the 
capital of the nation, soon to be mus- 
tered out of service and then to go 
home. I remember the sudden depres- 
sion at the news of Lincoln's death; 
but still this going home produced too 
great a Joy to keep ever this catas- 
trophe of their heavy loss very long 
before their minds. 
They marched 


habitually at 20 miles a day from 
Raleigh 
to Richmond, and 
never 


seemed weary at the close of any 
day's march—the camp fire was bright, 
the old songs were sung over and over 
again and the comradeship knitted 
during the war would never cease—it 
was at its best when the word, "peace" 
filled all the air 


I know that we were proud when 


we marched past -the. president of the 
United States in bur last great re- 
view; but, as I remember it, it was a 
tearful pride even then. A regiment 


I had gone out 1,000 strong; It had been 


recruited and re-recruited; it had been 
veteranized and added to in other 
ways; and now it was bringing home 
leas than 300 of all the men who. had 
gone out from that section of the 
country from which it had come. The 
Joy of going home for the 300 was 
great, but it was a tearful joy the in- 
stant one thought of the 800 or more 
who could not go home, who never did 
go home, who were burled somewhere 
in the broad land over which the 300 
had marched, and too often with a 
headpiece marked "Unknown." 


After the war I stood in the large 


cemetery near Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
with Gen. n. B. Hayes (afterward 
president) and Mrs. Hayes. I remem- 
ber how Mrs. Hayes, who was an ex- 
ceedingly handsome woman, looked 
up into the faces of the general and 
myself as her large, dark, speaking 
eyes were flooded with tears, when she 
said: "Just look there, that plot of 
ground is covered with headstones 
marked 'Unknown.' 
Unknown, un- 


known," she repeated, "and yet he 
gave his life that his country might 
live!" 


It was a touching picture, but every 


time I think of it I say to myself: 
"Really, that 'unknown' soldier, ap- 
parently unknown, recorded unknown, 
was not really unknown. 
Somebody 


knew him. His comrades knew him. 
A mother, a sister, a wife and children, 
if he had them, knew him. There Is 
a better record somewhere than that 
in the soldiers' cemetery." Our faith 
is so strong that we all believe in the 
resurrection and in the future,.life and 
have "a great satisfaction in feeling 
that no sacrifices and particularly not 
that of life itself for duty, for what 
one sincerely believes to be duty, has 
ever been or ever will be made in 
vain. 


The saddest pictures of all, to my 


mind, are those connected with a los- 
ng battle like that of Fredericksburg, 
and still more that of Chancellorsville. 
At Fredericksburg the army of Burn- 
side went straight forward to its own 
destruction. The lines of Lee, half en- 
circling Burnside's points of attack, 
were complete. It was like a trap Into 


hich an animal deliberately puts his 


'eet. 
We sprang the trap, and It is 


a wonder that Lee had not dealt with 
Burnslde'a army as the sturdy Thomas 
dealt with Hood's at Nashville. I can 
see In my mind's eye those immense 
plateaus in front of the Marve Heights 
ind other confederate intrenchmenta 
and barricades covered with the dead 
an'd dying. The plateaus were fairly 


lue, as they were dotted with 
the 


wearers of our uniform. 


Gen. Couch was standing by my side 


n the steeple of a church, near the 
lose of that battle, where we together 
were taking a fresh reconnolssance, 
when I noticed that his voice trembled 
a he spoke to me. He said: "Oh, Gen. 
loward, look there! Look there! See 
he ground covered with the boy* In 
lue, and all to no purpose." 
After we had returned, all of us 
•ho could return, to the other shore 
f the Rappahannock, the depression 
f the soldiers was greater than at any 
ther time during the war. We could 
ardly apeak to each other. Now, after 
ears, we can recognize the fact that 
ur grief was balanced by the Joy of 
he confederates over a great victory, 
nd yet not a decisive one, gained by 


At a moderate calculation 
there 


•ere sent Into eternity more than a 
illllon of men, who left home In the 
rime of health and in strength; more 
lan a million of souls by the terrible 
onflict. For one, I am glad, Indeed, 
hat there is an effort on foot to set- 


difBcultles without bloodshed. Of 


ourse, the waste of human life is not 
II of It. There is In every war a waste 
t possession, a destruction of proper- 


and a degradation of character hard 


o avoid at the best. I know that there 
re some things worse than death. I 
now that the union of our states was 
•orth all that it cost, and I know that, 
umanly speaking, It was necessary 
lat we should he purged as by fire; 
ut is H not wise now to do all that 
•e can to hold up to the world the 
lessings of a great peace; even tha 
eace that passeth understanding, 
which never must exclude any of the 
oblest qualities of a womanly woman 
r a manly man? ........ 
.

The annual celebration of the fame 


the sacrifices and the glory of the sol 
diers of the union is a beautiful cus 
torn, but the day was never meant 
for a time set apart for lamentation, 


The nation pays- a tribute of flow- 


ers, of song and words of praise and 
appreciation to its glorious dead, and 
it ia in a spirit of tender pride and 
exaltation that the holiday should be 
celebrated. 
It has been a mistake 


to cover the day with crepe. 


Certainly there must be sad hearts 


on this day, but if Memorial day is 


1 made what it should be there will 
be brought to the widow and the fa- 
therless consolation and strength. 


Comfort and wholesome thought are 


suggested by the V.-ibute of a whole 
country to those who pledged their 
lives for the laud of their love In its 
time of need. 


Let us not put on mourning gar- 


ments and make a gloomy day out of 
the beautiful festival of honoring the 
glorious dead, 
"For how can man die better than facing 


fearful odds 


For the ashes of his fathers, and the al- 
tars of his gods?" 


If you want to get the ••"il inspira- 


tion of the day, go early in the morn- 
ing to any of the "God's acres" which 
are ever around the dwellings of the 
living. 
There, In the 
dewy quiet, 


where there is no sound but. the 
songs of birds and the sighing of the 
wind in the trees, you will look upon 
the graves where loving hands have 
set the little flags which tell that a 
soldier sleeps his last sleep below. 


Then, as the 
morning freshness 


withers under the sun, you see the 
forms of men and women and chil- 
dren bending over the places where 
their loved ones rest, and you will be 
reminded that love outlives death. The 
comfort of God comes to those who 
set flowers over long-made graves. 


You will, at last, hear the sound of 


music, and so will be announced the 
arrival of the Grand Army and other 
veterans on their duty of the day. 


The old men march to a central place 


and with bowed heads listen to 
a 


prayer and then sing a hymn. 
The 


voice of one, perhaps, rises In an ora- 
tion upon the heroes of patriotism. 
Then the little procession starts upon 
its journey and visits every soldier's 
grave, laying flowers upon the grass 
50 lately sprung from the sleep of 
winter. 


Yes, your eyes will be full of tears, 


but they will not be the tears which 
burn; not tears of misery and grief, 
hut thobe tears of universal, uplifting 
emotion which make us all feel 
the 


Donds of human brotherhood. Reno-, 
rating tears, that relieve the heart 
and make it seem less of an enigma. 


All day long loving hands 
bring 


Bowers as offerings to the memory of 
the unselfish brave; on and on till 
:he sun sets tireless feet walk by tho 
Decorated graves, pausing now 
and 


:hen while a stroller reads a tribute 
graven upon some stone, or notes the 
Offering of blossoms on some other-t 
wise unmarked mound. 


And when evening falls the level 


rays of the sun lie, like a benediction, 
upon the places where the love of 
juman hearts has heaped up the treas- 
ures of May, in tribute to the sons 
and the martyrs of freedom. 


The 30th of May Is a day of glo- 


rious, inspiring remembrance, one 
when, if teara are shed, they are only 
tears which sanctify, without burden- 
ing, the heart.

At a point known as Log Landing, 
midway between Geneva and Water- 
oo, the woodchoppers were wont to 
gather and tell their stories of early 
ndian fights, and here young Hyman 
ohnson, a farmer boy, first learned of 
he impending disaster to the union if 
tie southern states were allowed to 
ithdraw from their early affiliation, 
t seemed war was imminent and spec- 
lation was rife as to the time when 


the actual hostilities would begin. 


One day in 1S61 Johnson, who was 


then 21 years old, was mowing a lot 
on the farm. 
A neighbor drove up 


bearing the tidings that the call to 
arms had been sounded. Without hesi- 
tation the youth walked to the house 
and placed his scythe in the crotch of 
a young Balm of Gilead tree. 
His 


mother asked him what the 
matter 


was, and he said: 


"Mother, Lincoln needs men. I am 


going to war." 


"What, Hyman? You, m'y son, go- 


ing to enlist?" 


"Yes, but do not fear any harm will 


come to me. The war will be over in 
a month. The southerners cannot face 
the troops from the north for more 
than that time. When I return I will 
mow the rest of the lot. Leave my 
scythe in the tree until I return." 


His regiment marched to the front 


to the stirring martial music, and was 
often in the fighting line. The mother, 
true to the words of her boy. left the 
scythe as it had been placed. Johnson 
pame home a year later on a furlough, 
and laughed at the almost forgotten in- 
cident of the implement and Its posi- 
tion. 


He Inspired hope In the hearts of 


those who thought of nothing else than 
his safe return by saying: "I will yet 
be back to mow that lot." 


Soon after returning he was cap- 


tured in a skirmish and became a pris- 
oner in a southern pen, from which 
escape was Impossible. Disease laid 
hold upon him and he died surrounded 
by enemies. He was buried IB an un- 
known grave with hundreds of his 
comrades. 


Meanwhile the tree grew apace and 


the blade became partially Imbedded 
in the trunk of the tree. The handle 
rotted away, but the steel remained 
fixed in the wood. 


A general proclamation was Issued 


from the White House declaring one 
day should be set apart as a time for 
memory of those "who 
had 
fallen 


while defending their country. It was 
the first Memorial day. Word of the 
proclamation waa carried to Mrs, John- 
son, but she had no grave to decorate. 
She fain would strew a few flowers 
upon the spot wherein her boy lay, but 
its location must ever remain a mys- 
tery. 
Kneeling In the garden, she 


offered a short prayer. 
Then 
she 


plucked a few lilies from the plot she 
tended daily, and, making a wreath, 
she bore it to the tree which gave 
such a grim reminder of her sacrifice 
to her country. 
With a caress she 


reached up and hung the wreath upon 
the scythe point. 


Memorial day has long become an 


established anniversary. 
Many years 


have passed since Mrs. Johnson was 
laid to rest In the village cemetery. 
The old home is exactly as it stood in 
the day of the civil war, but is occu- 
pied by another family. 


Of the Johnson family a brother'* 


widow and her children are all who 
are left. Every year, early in the morn- 
ing of Memorial day, the remnant of 
the family gathers beneath the scythe 
and places thereupon a wreath of ever- 
green and a tiny American flag.

Guthrle, Ok., June 3.—"What i 


costs to run a state," is the caption 
of a statement issued today by Gov 
Haskell, showing a comparison in de 
tall between the appropriations mad 
by the last Kansas Legislature ami 
these made by the Oklahoma Legls 
lature each for one year of govern 
ment. 
The figures, taken from the 


last Kansas report, show that state 
to have appropriated for current ex 
penses $»,077,042,- while the amoim 
set apart in Oklahoma only reached 
SI.308,168. 
In addition to this 
th 


statement shows' 417,665 appropriate< 
for indebedness of the constitutiona 
convention and holding the election 
last fall; $272,092 for the legislature 
just closed, $33,492 for furniture and 
fixtures, 
$5,000 for examining ter- 


ritorial accounts and $184,513 to car- 
ry the state from the end of the first 
year until July 1, 1909, the close of 
the fiscal year, making the total ex- 
penses, as shown by the statements 
$1,972,867 to cover the cost of gov- 
ernment In Oklahoma from Nov. 16, 
1907, to June SO, 1909. 


Still, in addition, $642,000 was ap- 


propriated by the Oklahoma Legisla- 
ture for new public buildings and $61- 
000 for emergency normal schools to 
be held in each of the counties in 
what was formerly Indian . Territory. 
t was announced today that the $61,- 
)0fl appropriated would not be ap- 
proved. 


The statement estimates there will 


be in the neighborhood of $980,000 
revenue from state departments as 
'ollows: 
Insurance Department and 


Secretary of state $225,00; -excise tax, 
evied upon corporations, $700,000; 
sale of supreme court reports and 
statutes, $35,000; trom the board of 
agriculture, 
820,000, 
leaving 
about 


!810,000 to be covered by direct tax*- 
ation. 
It is further estimated the 


state tax levy will not exceed 1*4 
mills or 12% cents on the $100 val- 
uation. 


It is shown that the Kansas appro- 
riations are uniformly larger than 
hose of Oklahoma, save in a very 
ew instances, notably the Corpora- 
ion commission and the agricultural 
epartments.

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URING the latter part ol the 


war, in IS64, and until its 
close, in 18u5, I was con- 
nected with, the armies under 
Gen. Sherman, usually deslg 
nated the Army of the Ten 


nessee, the Army of the Cumberland 
and the Array of the Ohio, wrote Maj. 
Gea. O. O. Howard. The campaigns 
were exceedingly active. From Chat 
tanooga to Atlanta Sherman's soldiers 
were under fire every day, except the 
three just before crossing the Etowah 
for 113 days. There was not a day or 
night in which there were no soldiers 
slatn. 
The screeching shells burst 


over our heads while we were sleep- 
ing, but, wonderful to tell, the sol- 
diers had become so used to this con- 
flict that they lost ve.-y little sleep in 
consequence of the fitful and random 
firing at night, 


In that period of 113 days there were 


19 sizable battles fought. In one at- 
tack I made at Plckett's Mill I lost 
800 killed and three times as many 
wounded within the space of 15 min- 
utes. At night I sat 
among the 


wounded and realized something of 
the horrors of war. It seems to me to- 
day as I think of it like a terrible 
nightmare, but it was a more terrible 
reality, which I will not attempt to de- 
scribe. 


When I come to think of the "March 


to the Sea" and later the "March 
Through the Carolinas," what occurs 
to my memory first la the exceeding 
hardihood of the soldiers. They re- 
covered quickly from their wounds, I 
mean from those that were not too 
severe, and there was scarcely any 
Illness. But when Columbia was on 
fire an untold number perished In the 
flames. Still more perished from ac- 
cidental 
explosion 
of 
confederate 


shells at Columbia and Cheraw. We 
Jlke to turn away from the mangled 
corpses and distorted faces of the 
wounded that cannot be described. I 
feel the same horror and depression 
(n view of these things as I did at 
Gettysburg, where on both sides up- 
ward of 50,000 men were placed hors 
fle combat. For several days poor fel- 
lows, union and confederate soldiers, 
.waited in patience, unattended by sur- 
geons, sTmply because there were not 
enough of them. 


Without further detail. Imagine the 


Joy that came over the armies of Sher- 
man as they gathered about Raleigh, 
N.JC., in 1866, and were told that Lee 
bad surrendered and that Grant had 
pent Lee's soldiers home to begin life 
anew; .that Johnston had surrendered 
on the same terms as Lee and all that 
belonged to Slocum's, Schofleld's and 
Howard's armies were to march on 
the morrow toward Washington, the 
capital of the nation, soon to be mus- 
tered out of service and then to go 
home. I remember the sudden depres- 
sion at the news of Lincoln's death; 
but still this going home produced too 
great a Joy to keep ever this catas- 
trophe of their heavy loss very long 
before their minds. 
They marched 


habitually at 20 miles a day from 
Raleigh to Richmond, and 
never 


seemed weary at the close of any 
day's march—the camp fire was bright, 
the old songs were sung over and over 
again and the comradeship knitted 
during the war would never cease—it 
was at its best when the word, "peace" 
filled all the air 


I know that we were proud when 


we marched past "the president of the 
United States in bur last great re- 
view; but, as I remember it, it was a 
tearful pride even then. A regiment 


had gone out 1,000 strong; it had been 
recruited and re-recruited; it had been 
veteranized and added to in other 
ways; and now It was bringing home 
less than 300 of ail the men who. had 
gone out from that section of the 
country from which it had come. The 
joy of going home for the 300 was 
great, but It was a tearful joy the in- 
stant one thought of the 800 or more 
who could not go home, who never did 
go home, who were burled somewhere 
in the broad land over which the 300 
had marched, and too often with a 
headpiece marked "Unknown." 


After the war I stood in the large 


cemetery near Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
with Gen. R. B. Hayes (afterward 
president) and Mrs. Hayes. 1 remem- 
ber how Mrs. Hayes, who was an ex- 
ceedingly handsome woman, looked 
up into the faces of the general and 
myself as her large, dark, speaking 
eyes were flooded with tears, when she 
said: "Just look there, that plot of 
ground is covered with headstones 
marked 'Unknown.' 
Unknown, un- 


known," she repeated, "and yet he 
gave his life that his country might 
live!" 


It was a touching picture, but every 


time I think of it I say to myself: 
"Really, that 'unknown' soldier, ap- 
parently unknown, recorded unknown, 
was not really unknown. 
Somebody 


knew him. His comrades knew him. 
A mother, a sister, a wife and children, 
if he had them, knew him. There Is 
a better record somewhere than that 
in the soldiers' cemetery," Our faith 
is so strong that we all believe In the 
resurrection and In the future.life and. 
"have "a great satisfaction in feeling 
that no sacrifices and particularly not 
that of Jife itself for duty, for what 
one sincerely believes to be duty, has 
ever been or ever will be made in 
vain. 


The saddest pictures of all, to my 


mind, are those connected with a los- 
ing battle like that of Frederlcksburg, 
and still more that of Chancellorsville. 
At Fredericksburg the army of Burn- 
side went straight forward to its own 
destruction. The lines of Lee, half en- 
circling Burnside's points of attack, 
were complete. It was like a trap into 
which an animal deliberately puts his 
feet. We sprang the trap, and it Is 
a wonder that Lee had not dealt with 
Burnside's army as the sturdy Thomas 
dealt with Hood's at Nashville. I can 
see in my mind's eye those immense 
plateaus in front of the Marve Heights 
and other confederate in trench me nts 
and barricades covered with the dead 
and dying. The plateaus were fairly 
blue, as they were dotted with 
the 


wearers of our uniform. 


Gen. Couch was standing by my side 
. the steeple of a church, near the 


close of that battle, where we together 
were taking a fresh reconnoissance, 
when I noticed that his voice trembled 
as he spoke to me. He said: "Oh, Gen. 
Howard, look there! Look there! See 
the ground covered with the boy» In 
blue, and all to no purpose." 


After we had returned, all of us 


who could return, to the other shore 
of the Rappahaniaock, the depression 
of the soldiers wag greater than at any 
other time during the war. We could 
tiardly speak to each other. Now, after 
years, we can recognize the fact that 
our grief was balanced by the Joy of 
the confederates over a great victory, 
and yet not a decisive one, gained by 
:hem. 


At a moderate calculation 
there 


were sent Into eternity more than a 
million of men, who left home in the 
prime of health and in strength; more 
,han a million of souls by the terrible 
conflict. For one, I am glad, indeed, 
that there IB an effort on foot to set- 
.le difficulties without bloodshed. Of 
course, the waste of human life is not 
all of it. There Is in every war a waste 
of. possession, a destruction of proper- 
ty and a degradation of character hard 
to avoid at the best. I know that there 
are some things worse than death. I 
know that the union of our states was 
worth all that it cost, and I know that, 
humanly speaking, It was necessary 
that we should be purged as by flre; 
but Is it not wise now to do all that 
we can to hold up to the world the 
blessings of a great peace; even the 
peace that passeth 
understanding, 


'hich never must exclude any of the 


noblest qualities of a womanly woman 
or a manly man? . . . . . . v .

on this day, but if Memorial day is 
made what it should be there will 
be brought to the widow and the fa- 
therless consolation and strength. 


Comfort and wholesome thought are 


suggested by the V.-.bute of a whole 
country to those who pledged their 
lives for the land of their love In Its 
time of need. 


Let us not put on mourning gar- 


ments and make a gloomy day out of 
the beautiful festival of honoring the 
glorious dead. 
"For how can man die better than facing 


fearful odds 


For the ashes of his fathers, and the al- 
tars of his gods?" 


If you want to get the -"il inspira- 


tion of the day, go early in the morn- 
Ing to any of the "God's acres" which 
are ever around the dwellings of the 
living. 
There, in the 
dewy quiet, 


where there is no sound but. the 
songs of birds and the sighing of the 
wind in the trees, you will look upon 
the graves where loving hands have 
set the little flags which tell that a 
soldier sleeps his last sleep below. 


Then, as the 
morning freshness 


withers under the sun, you see the 
forms of men and women and chil- 
dren bending over the places where 
their loved ones rest, and you will be 
reminded that love outlives death. The 
comfort of God comes to those who 
set flowers over long-made graves. 
| 


You will, at last, hear the sound of | 


music, and so will be announced the 
arrival of the Grand Army and other 
veterans on their duty of the day. 


The old men march to a central place 


and with bowed heads listen to 
a 


prayer and then sing a hymn. 
The 


voice of one, perhaps, rises In an ora- 
tion upon the heroes of patriotism. 
Then the little procession starts upon 
Its journey and visits every soldier's 
grave, laying flowers upon the grass 
50 lately sprung from the sleep of 
winter. 


Yes, your eyes will be full of tears, 


but they will not be the tears which 
burn; not tears of misery and grief, 
hut thobe tears of universal, uplifting 
emotion which make us all feel 
the 


Donds of human brotherhood. Reno-. 
rating tears, that relieve the heart 
and make it seem less of an. enigma. 


All day long loving hands 
bring 


Bowers as offerings to the memory of 
the unselfish brave; on and on till 
:he sun sets tireless feet walk by tho 
Secorated graves, pausing now and 
:hen while a stroller reads a tribute 
graven upon some stone, or notes the 
Offering of blossoms on some other-t 
wise unmarked mound. 


And when evening falls the level 


rays of the sun lie, like a benediction, 
upon the places where the love of 
j.uman hearts has heaped up the treas- 
ures of May, in tribute to the sons 
and the martyrs of freedom. 


The 30th of May is a day of glo- 


rious, inspiring remembrance, one 
when, if teara are shed, they are only 
tears which sanctify, without burden- 
Ing, the heart.

Memorial Day on Sunday.

HEN the territory about Waterloo, 


in New York state, was sparse- 
ly settled the principal industry 


was the hewing of timber from the 
forest 
along 
the 
Seneca 
canal. 


At a point known as Log Landing, 
midway between Geneva and Water- 
loo, the woodchoppers were wont to 
gather and tell their stories of .early 
Indian fights, and here young Hyman 
Johnson, a farmer boy, first learned of 
the impending disaster to the union if 
the southern states were allowed to 
withdraw from their early affiliation. ! 
It seemed war was imminent and spec- 
ulation was rife as to the time when 
the actual hostilities would begin. 


One day in 1S61 Johnson, who was 


then 21 years old, was mowing a lot 
on the farm. 
A neighbor drove up 


bearing the tidings that the call to 
arms had been sounded. Without hesi- 
tation the youth walked to the house 
and placed his scythe in the crotch of 
a young Balm of Gilead tree. 
His 


mother asked him what the 
matter 


was, and he said: 


"Mother, Lincoln needs men. I am 


going to war." 


"What, Hyman? You, m'y son, go- 


ing to enlist?" 


"Yes, but do not fear any harm will 


come to me. The war will be over in 
a month. The southerners cannot face 
the troops from the north for more 
than that time. When I return I will 
mow the rest of the lot. Leave my 
scythe in the tree until I return." 


His regiment marched to the front 


to the stirring martial music, and was 
often in the fighting line. The mother, 
true to the words of her boy. left the 
scythe as it had been placed. Johnson 
pame home a year later on a furlough, 
and laughed at the almost forgotten in- 
cident of the Implement and its posi- 
tion. 


He Inspired hope in the hearts of 


those who thought of nothing else than 
his safe return by saying: "I will yet 
be back to mow that lot." 


Soon after returning he was cap- 


tured in a skirmish and became a pris- 
oner in a southern pen, from which 
escape was Impossible. Disease laid 
hold upon him and he died surrounded 
by enemies. He was buried in an un- 
known grave with hundreds of his 
comrades. 


Meanwhile the tree grew apace and 


the blade became partially Imbedded 
in the trunk of the tree. The handle 
rotted away, but the steel remained 
fixed in the wood. 


A general proclamation was Issued 


from the White House declaring one 
day should be set apart as a time for 
memory of those -who 
had 
fallen 


while defending their country. It was 
the first Memorial day. Word of the 
proclamation was carried to Mrs. John- 
son, but she had no grave to decorate. 
She fain would strew a few flowers 
upon the spot wherein her boy lay, but 
its location must ever remain a mys- 
tery. 
Kneeling in the garden, she 


offered a short prayer. 
Then 
she 


plucked a few lilies from the plot she 
tended daily, and, making a wreath, 
she bore It to the tree which gave 
such a grim reminder of her sacrifice 
to her country. 
With a caress she 


reached up and hung the wreath upon 
the scythe point. 


Memorial day has long become an 


established anniversary. 
Many years 


have passed since Mrs. Johnson was 
laid to rest in the village cemetery. 
The old home Is exactly as it stood In 
the day of the civil war, but Is occu- 
pied by another family. 


Of the Johnson family a brother'* 


widow and her children are all who 
are left. Every year, early In the morn- 
ing of Memorial day, the remnant of 
the family gathers beneath the scythe 
and places thereupon a wreath of ever- 
green and a tiny American flag. With- 
in a few feet modern methods have 
constructed a trolley line. Hundreds 
carried by the cars gaze upon 
the
